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SOUTH AUSTRALIAN BUILDING STATISTICS, 1953. 


The Statistical Devartment collects information concerning 
pbuilding operations from two sources:- 


A. LOCAL GOVERNMENT PERMITS (see Bulletin No. 1) 


Since 1911, particulars heve been collected from Corporations and 
District Councils of permits granted, and from Government Departments of 
authorisations, for the erection of houses and other buildings, and also 
for alterations and additions. Permits include Housing Trust operations. 
Certain particulars for the last 3 years are shown in Bulletin No. hy 
attached, and some also are summerised as follows:- 


METROPOLITAN AREA - Number. Permits were granted during the year 1953 
(1952 in parentheses) for 5,708 (6,538) private dwellings. 


Included in the 5,708 (6,538) new dwellings were 225 (30) homes in 
90(5) flats, 474(80) homes in 237 (40) maisonettes &c. and 5,009 (6,428) 
ordinary dwellings. Other New Buildings totalled 657 (378) and alterations 
and additions 10,655 (10,823). 35(26) old houses were converted into 
75 (68) flats, resulting in an increase of 4O (42) homes - these are not 
counted as new buildings, but as alterations. There were 6 (3) Government 
dwellings authorised for the Metropolitan Arsa:. 


VALUE. The estimated total value of permits and aUbhorisauLons Lor 
all new buildings and alterations was £20,301,578 (£19 018,129). Values 
of New Private Dwellings were £14,271,216 (214,015,377). Other New 
Paine. $2,151,211 (£1,327,039), Alterations, ete. £2,814,610 
(62,493,125), Government Buildings £1,067,541 (£1,182,588). 


COUNTRY, Permits, etc. for dwellings in Country areas totalled 4600 
(1,932) and the value of all building operations £5,882,07 (£5,655,518). 


B, RETURNS FROM BUILDERS (see Bulletin No. 5)

During the 8 years 1946 to 1953 permits were granted for 9,944, 
houses, exclusive of 2,284 Imergency houses for which permits are not 
requirec, Of these only 42,383 were completed but there were GeO2 2s pales 
under construction. It would thus appear that nearly 4,000 houses for 
which permits had been granted had not been commenced bub, Cr course, 
some of the later ones will be commenced during 1954. Some of the 
permits relate to week-end shacks which are not included in particulars 
of house etually built. Both permits and completions exclude 265
